T he sta te s electing gov­ 
e rn o rs today are Colorado, C onnecti­ 
cut. Delaw are, Florida, Idaho, Illinois. 
Indiana, Iowa, K ansas, M assachusetts, 
M ichigan, M innesota.

All Eye s on the Presidency. 


Rut no m a tte r what o ther contests 
the re may be it is the presidential 
election w hich a ttra c ts atten tio n and 
brings out the larg est vote. 
The peo­ 
ple m ay be apathetic in o ther years 
even w hen they should be interested, 
but the choice of a chief m agistrate 
n e v e r fails to arouse the voters. N ear­ 
ly ev ery bo dy is in terested in the great 
quadrennial event. 
E v ery presidential election has its 
partic u lar feature of in te re st whicn 
m akes it different from all others that 
have gone before, although we are 
bound to acknow ledge tha t for years 
past the re has been considerable repe­ 
tition so far as resu lts are concerned 
R u t this year we have som ething dif­ 
ferent. som ething that has not occur­ 
red before, and consequently all eyes 
will be tu rn ed on the re tu rn s which re ­ 
late to the presidency. 


Taft- Roosevelt Tussle. 


T he fact that two m en who have 
been elected as R epublicans to the 
presidency are contending for the elec­ 
tion today, w ere ( in te n d in g for the 
Republican nom ination in Ju n e and 
m ay defeat each o the r for the big 
prize, is enough in itself to m ake the 
day which ends the co ntest rem ark 
able. 
Roosevelt w as president. 
He 
oho-e T aft as his successor, nom inated 
•n d elected him. 
Taft w as R oosevelt’s 
cabinet officer. 
He had the choice ol 
a position on the su prem e bench or the 
pr e s :d en ' y at the hand s of RooseveP 
« r d i ho -e the latter. 
He was elected 
T w o firm party friends four years ago 
two 
fierce 
political 
enem ies 
now. 
N othing is quite so s tra n g e as politics 
Beginning last w in ter when the sup­ 
po rters of R oosevelt brou ght him out 


there has been nothing quite so spec­ 
tacular in politics as the fight in the 
R epublican party. The effort of Roose­ 
velt to captu re the Republican nation­ 
al convention, T a ft’s success by a very 
narrow' m arg in and the holt of Roose­ 
velt from the Republican pa rty and his 
organization of a new party ha v e made 
the 
co ntest 
of 
these 
old 
political 
chum s and cronies the leading feature 
of the cam paign. 


W ilso n 's Surprise Party. 


Woodrow Wilson had a s u rprise par­ 
ty for the D em ocrats at B altim ore, and 
I am thinking that he w as one of the 
surprised also. 
The D em ocrats fur­ 
nished e n te rta in m e n ts for the political 
onlookers, first in the fight beween 
B ryan and Parker for the tem porary 
chairm anship. 
The only tw o men liv­ 
ing who had run for president on the 
D em ocratic ticket met in 'a sho rt con­ 
test for this fleeting honor. 
The sev­ 
eral speeches of Bryan in which he 
lashed 
leading 
D em ocrats 
and 
de­ 
nounced New York D em ocracy furnish­ 
ed in tense interest to the proceedings. 
T he alm ost successful run of Champ 
Clark for the nom ination w as the pa­ 
thetic featu re of the whole campaign. 
A m an w ho had received m ore votes 
in the prim aries, who had a m ajority 
of the d elegates on m any ballots, was 
defeated by the two-thirds rule, which 
only once before operated to defeat 
for the nom ination a man who had se­ 
cured a m ajority of the convention, 
and that w as sixty years ago. 
T he split in the R epublican party 
and the fact that both T a ft and Roos­ 
evelt 
w ere candidates n atu rally en 
gendered personalities. 
C riticism s of 
public acts, charges of all kinds, were 
m ade against the two m en who had 
been elected to the hig hest office in 
the land. 


The Flash of a Gun. 


Most d ram atic and shocking, how­ 
ever, w as the attem pt upon Colonel 
R oosevelt’s life in the m idst of the 
ho ttest part of the cam paign. 
The 
a ssa ssin ’s bullet stopped the personali 
ties of the campaign, and for the first 
tim e the people had a squ a re look at 
the candidate and becam e aw are of 
the issues. 
As Colonel Roosevelt was 
responsible for the personal c haracter 
which the contest had assum ed, both 
because of what he said and w hat he 
caused his bitter enem ies to say about 
him. the peril in which he w as placed 
hushed ev ery critical voice. 
A truce 
was proclaim ed in obedience to the 
Inherent good sense of the American 
people, who would not have a man 
abused who was near the gates of 
death and more particularly because 
they w anted to rebuke the cowardly 
attack upon a m an’s life. 
T he effect of the atta c k upon Colo­ 
nel R oosevelt’s life no doubt helped 
him in the canvass. 
Beyond question 
m any people supported him who might 
have voted for one of the o the r candi­ 
dates. 
His brave m a n n e r and iron 
n e rv e which enabled him to m ake a 
speech with a bullet in his body cha' 
lenged adm iration and won support. 
Again was the cam paign in te rru pt­ 
ed. 
T his interruption cam e but a few 
days ago when the nation was shock­ 
ed by w ord of the death of Vice Presi­ 
dent Sherm an. As the R epublican n a t­ 
ional com m ittee could not get together 
in tim e to nam e a successor before the 
election, Mr. Taft faces the polls to­ 
day w ithout a “running m ate,’’ the 
first tim e such a situation has occured 
in the history of A m erican politics. 


C am paign Contributions. 


Not the least in terestin g side light 
during the campaign w as the investi­ 
gation conducted by a com m ittee of 
the se n a te into the e xpend itures dur­ 
ing the cam paigns of 1904 and 190$, j 
and the prelim inary cam paigns of dif­ 
fe re n t candidates seeking nom inations 
in 1912. 
W hile everybody knew that 
big 
corporations 
had 
alw ays 
m a d e ! 
cam paign contributions and that all 
parties had sought and received m o n e y! 
w herev er they could get it. yet there 1 
w ere 
m any 
startling 
developm entsj 
during the investigation and the testi- \ 
mony taken which, while not affecting 
the pre se n t election to an y great ex-1 
tent, will have an im po rta n t bearirq. 
upon future cam paigns. 
T he one important result of the in 
vestlgation was that big corporations 
and men of great w ealth did not con­ 
tribute as freely as in years past and 
the different com m ittees have been ap­ 
pealing to the voters for small con­ 
tributions to pay the actu al neces4ary 
cam paign expenses.

clov es, a sa ltspoonful of pepper and 
bring to a boll. 
P ut one tablespoonfuI 
of butter in a sa ucepa n. 
When it 
m elts add one ta blespoonful of minc­ 
ed onions and one ta blespoonful of 
pa rsley . 
Fry fiv e m inutes. 
Add one 
ta blespoonful of cornsta rch dissolv ed 
in tw o ta blespoonfuls of cold water 
Stir into the hot tom a to soup. 
Strain 
a nd serv e with boiled rice. 
Puree of T om a toes.—For this y ou 
m a y use either ca nned or fresh to­ 
m a toes. 
If y ou ta ke the latter allow 
one tomato to ea ch person. 
Scald 
them , 
peel the skin off and mash 
through a siev e or ta ke some tomato 
sa uce—About 
a 
dessertspoonful 
per 
person—and stir in brown ba tter in 
which y ou ha v e prev iously fried some 
chopped onions. Took for tw o or three 
m inutes 
or 
more 
without 
burning 
Pour boiling w a ter on to this and add 
a ta blespoonful of tapioca per plate 
of soup, sa lt and pepper. 
When done 
It will be ready to serv e with fried 
dice of bread.
